Foreigners, 



In former articles wa have directed atten- 
tion to tlie importance of adopting such mea- 
sures as will induce British and European 
iiivmigraiils to tiirn their facbs hithorward, 
as jSortion of the broad American contiiienl 
where the facilities for acquiring a home 
und competency iiro as preat or cvfn iircatur 
than can elsowluTo lie tuiiiul. To tins end 
our energies siioiiM be devcited ; for unless 
the stream of inimignuion wliicli is con- 
slatitly sulliii" to eVL-i-y portion of the globe 
from Ihe Hrili,sh Isles niul the coiitinentiil 
Slates call in part at least lie iU'.raeted hither, 
or inirnigraiits attracted to our .-liores from 
the East.'rn Provitieea and the neighboring 
States, Iticst! colonies as a whole will remain 
for niaiiv 3 ears a barren and unprofitable 
waste. W'e may still continue to, have a 
small population and that population pros- 
perous ; but the annual arrivals will be 
nearly oounterbalancod by the annual de- 
partures, A large proportion of our popula- 
tion — not only the mining'biit the speculat- 
ive portion — has been icmparary and migra- 
tory and will continue so lo be. Much of 
the latter result.s are due U) the unstates- 
maiilike policy ■.vhich has cliaracteri-^ed the 
K.Keciitive of I'Olli colonics, iii:d the Lcgis- 
lalive As.ciiildy of this in paiticniar. Their 
luislilily lolhe scltleuujnt on oar lands of 
any e.\cept a puu'ly Hrilish population lias 
opcraleil to the pnsilivc injury and iiiii)iivcr- 
ishincnt of ;he eou:itry. Wilh an inl'aliiated 
blindness iinacLUUiilable among so pie- 
eiainemlya pr.iciical stock as the British, 
our riiler.s have obstructed settlement, and 
absolutely driven hundreds and' thousands 
of able-bodied men from the country. 

['rohibilioiis and e.vorbitant exactions have 
done their work ; they have effected depop- 
ulation. We can fully appreciate the policy 
which would prefer the settlement of the 
country by a purely British population. 
Were war lo occur between the parent gov- 
ernment and France or America, le.ss alarm 
for our safety would occur were the elements 
of our population purely British, than if a 
foreign element of uittn-i- of these national- 
ities predominated. But ulien we recognize 
tho fact that the Imperial Government will 
not vote money lo promnte iinminiatii<n 10 
tho I'aeilic provinces , and what i- s;ill more 
anti-iialional, makes us entirely sell-siippoi t- 
ing, deocii.lcnt on icir ..wn c.\-Tli. i;s, wea.^k 

vve pnl ihe (picstion lo ev.-rv priielical 

m;in in llo' .Miinlry— sl^all wc picvenl a for- 
e'"n iminiyr^ili'ni, or ihe .--etlleinenl of fur- 
ei 'uers on ilic Ciown lands, because there 
may be a in obabi li ly at some remote or in- 
deliiiite period of a .war between England 
and France, or tho United Stales and Eng- 
land J There are those whose national pre- 
judices-are so strong,— -whose undefined 
fears of an invisible danger from a foreign 
element in the country,— and whose pracli- 
calstatesiiianship isapenny-wiseand pound- 
foolish policy,— who would answer affirma- 
tively. 

The majority of the British population in 
both colonics are, however, too practical in 
their viewn, to answer olherwise ihan in the 
negative. VViih them, every able-bodied 
foreigner who engages in an industrial pur- 
suit, us a farmer or miner, is 'vorlh a thou- 
sand dollars |)cr aiinniii to the cnunlry. 
Tea thousaii.l ahle-boili.Ml rorei-ners wonld 
then be wuith ten iriillim.s of liidlais per 
annum. The sum lola! of llie annual |iro- 
duCtivB wealth, thi! iiiciciscd value of real 
estate, the addilioiml l.icililies lor tiavel and 
tiaiispoil of :neicli,-indi/,e which would lie 
creali'd iiy an animal and voluntary iiiiuii- 
f.i-a;ion of sidf-dcpcnd. lit and sell-.iupporl- 
ini; »uiei,^ners would add immensely to tho 
wi ai.h of tho State. Their labor and capital 
would lay a broad foundation for iinmiyrnnts 
from the' British Islos. Wore u pauper im- 
nngratian to land hero to-day in large nuni- 
borc, they would either reduce the country 
to a poor asylum, and tho poor-rate oolleotor 
bo at every man's door j or they would leave 
for the States, whore omploymont could bo 
had. But we cannot obtain ci'hei- tin; abb^- 
bodio I pauper, nor tlm Hnnlish ininii-raui 
with sullicieiit capital to start f iirly. Shall 
wc, then, tur.i awiiy IVmn our dnnrs a moral,

tion. If we cannot get Knglslnucn with tlio 
HCcnt of the ]iriiiinise upon them, nor Ib-iti.sli 
Ainericniis dressed in the .i;arlands that wcl- 
coiued the Prince of Wales, let us by all 
manner of iiiean.s Aveleoinc 11 foreign iniuii- 
yiation. If immigration from the T^jao 
Kiiigdum.s or the Colonies sets hither>^ird 
lqt.thO„ foreign element still bo onwjurageJ, 
stiil wblcomed, for there is room for all and 
t ) spare. . '-Instead of fears boing entertained, 
our confidence is so great in the elasticity of 
the British Constitiitinn, anrl in its capacity 
t) hlenil all firciitn idemeiits in iiurconinion 
national tindiiiL', that wo wond-^r at tlie in- 
fatnatiou of our loual nilors. Aiislralia eii- 
coura;;ed a l'nei'.;n eiui^^ratioli and iravc them 
the rif^bt to every iiciti.sli iirivilc;.;e in the 
O'llony of Victoria, e.Kcept a seal in tlu; Leg- 
islative and I'isocutive (Jouneil, after a resi- 
dence of si.Kty ilays. By similar liberality 
wo may break down all foreign syinpathic's, 
and make I'oroiguurs Englishmen by tho 
Strongest tie, the tie of interest. 

In the United States, among their most 
loyal citizens to-day ore the foreign/popu- 
lation. What has mado theni' so is tho 
social and political elevation conferred upon 
them by American institutions. Were po- 
litical freedom e.ftended here ; were thoy 
mailo to feel themselves other than mere 
producers and accumulatois of wealth; 
were thtiy made to feel that they hail a 
social ami political is well as a pecuniary 
interest in tho country, the distinction be- 
tween foreign and native born would soon 
disapi)ear, and the iiiosl loyal settlers in ihe 
country would be those of foreign ori^^^iii, 
made lirilish by adoption. 

Foreigners acipiirQ valuable mining 
claims, worth thousands of dollars, with 
advantage to themselves, and the country; 
and yet they are not allowed in either col- 
ony to occupy and purchase a hundred 
acres of land worth a hundred dollars withoni 
taking an oath of allegiance. Such con- 
tradictory statesmanship is perfectly pre- 
posterous ; we legislate to make a floating 
instead of a permanent pupnlalion. Unl 
upon such laws.' Make it to men's interest 
to live in the couniry and iheir allcL'iaiice as 
a izeneral thing will lolloiv their interest. 
What we require wil.h a liberal lar.d system 
is equal privilegiis in all industrial pursuits 
for the foreigner as well as the Knt lishmaii ; 
a Naluralizalioii Law conferring poliliiial 
privileges ; and a Homestead E.vetnpliuii 
Law for all.

iiad not employetl counsel, bolievihg the 
charge a froviloua one. The Ciiief Justice 
flaid that an affidnvit was nceessary, and, un- 
til such was filed, he could not hear the case. 
.Rlr. Young said that when ho made the re- 
marks to Mr. Gary, ho distinctly spoke of 
the future, and not of the past. His lord- 
ship decided to postpone the case till Tucs- 
•day next, at 10 o'cloek. 

AH'lMTORTiKT'ABRivAii^-^Thero has late- 
ly arrived in town a charadtor wbio may event- 
ually becomo as famous in the police court 
ahnals as Seotty.or Butts. Ho is a native of 
the Green If>le, and having, a number of 
years since, become crazy on the subject of 
religion, implicitly hcliovea th.at he is Christ, 
and that God is his father, He carries with 
him a piece of newspaper that contains a 
poem written by a devout Ilussian genllc- 
man, and dedicated to the Alniiglity.
